Garrison’s attorneys had sought 
the hearing to challenge the 
grounds for the charge against the 
physician. 
“ I’m just as convinced as 
ever,’’ Baker noted, as he com­ 
mented on the validity of his case 
against Dr. Garrison. 
The Mississippi judge ruled that

$15 billion cut

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Ford, after deciding to 
seek an antirecession tax cut of 
about $15 billion, is weighing a 
novel plan to spur consumer 
spending 
by 
mailing 
govern­ 
ment tax rebate checks to mil­ 
lions of U.S. taxpayers, admin­ 
istration officials said today. 
As Ford’s economic advisers 
met at the White House, sev­ 
eral 
sources 
confirmed 
the 
President’s approval of the tax 
cut — a one-time-only reduction 
of about 10 per cent in taxes 
due by individuals for 1974 — 
as a m ajor element in his pro­ 
gram to pull the nation out of 
the deepening recession. 
If approved by Congress, the 
sources said, the plan could in­ 
volve 
sending 
U.S. 
Treasury 
checks to millions of taxpayers. 


As outlined by sources, here 
is how the proposed plan would 
work: 
The 
amount 
an 
individual 
taxpayer, or couple, owes for 
1974 
federal 
income 
taxes 
would be reduced by about 10 
per cent. For a couple whose 
1974 tax bill totals $3,000, this 
would mean a cut of about $300. 


If the plan is not enacted un­ 
til after most taxpayers pay 
their 1974 bills, rebates in the 
form 
of 
government 
checks 
would be necessary. But if it 
were quickly adopted by Con­ 
gress, 
taxpayers 
presumably 
would 
simply 
deduct 
the 
amount of the reduction from 
their taxes due to be paid by 
April 15. 
Presumably the tax rebates 
would 
be 
handled 
separately 


from tax refund checks, due 
those entitled to refunds 
for 
over-withholding deductions. 
Officials cautioned that final 
decisions had not been made on 
the 
rebate plan, 
but several 
sources said it was in the out­ 
line of the President’s program 
now being presented to top lev­ 
el officials. 
Another key element of the 
program is a $3 per barrel levy 
on imported and domestic oil. 
This would result in higher re­ 
tail gasoline prices, but offi­ 
cials said ways of returning the 
estimated $15 billion to $18 bil­ 
lion raised by such levies to the 
economy are being considered. 
To ease the impact of a re­ 
bate system on the Treasury, 
officials were talking in terms 
of spreading the rebates to indi- 


vidual taxpayers over a nine- 
month period. This could mean, 
for example, 
that some tax­ 
payers would receive a check 
in April, while others would re­ 
ceive checks in July or Septem­ 
ber

A sure thing 


Fish deep... 


In the words of today’s pro bass 
:shermen-“ Now that the lake has 
stratified, the fish have migrated 
from shallow-water structure to 
their deep-water sanctuary spots 
and winter holding areas '. 
What they really mean is-“The 
w ater 
tem p eratu re 
is 
m ore 
com fortable to the fish down deep 
and they have moved to their 
winter-time homes” . That easy 
spinner bait and shallow water 
lure fishing of a few days ago is 
gone. Fish, all species-not only 
bass, are harder to find and even 
more difficult to catch. 


Fish are cold-blooded creatures 
whose 
body 
metabolism 
and 
activity slows down to almost a 
halt during these blustery cold 
days of winter. 
The fishermen know that down- 


deep is the key. B ass will school- 
up 
in tight groups, 
generally 
according to size, just off deep 
points, in old river channels, and 
in the beds of old inundated lakes. 
The best all-around lure for 
these 
bunched-up bass 
is un­ 
doubtedly the age-old favorite, the 
jig-n-eel. The standard jig has a 
lead head on a single hook with a 
body of feathers, nylon, hair or a 
rubber skirt. The better sizes for 
super-depth angling range from 
:1h to 1 one fourth ounces. The eel 
is a pork rind, rubber or plastic 
strip, from 2 to 6 inches in length, 
impaled on the hook (2-0 to 4-0) 
and allowed to trail seductively 
behind the jig.

Serious hunters know that cold 
weather conditions need not put 
an end to winter hunting trips if 
the venture is carefully planned 
and the hunter has good camping 
equipment and companions. In 
fact, there are some advantages 
to a wintertime hunt. 
Tracking game, for instance, is 
easier when weather conditions 
produce an ample snowfall and 
there is less pressure from first- 
of-the-season game seekers. 
Good camping equipment is a 
must for cold-weather hunting. A 
down-filled sleeping bag is best 
for extrem ely cold weather. A 
good catalytic, propane heater 
provides extra warmth and a 
propane 
stove 
is 
alm ost 
in­ 
dispensable 
in 
preparing 
hot 
m eals for hungry 
hunters. 
The hunter’s clothing should be 
light and easy to peel off, 
especially if he is on the move a 
lot. Lightweight, insulated un­ 
derwear, wool trousers, and a 
wool shirt topped off by a down- 
filled jacket is a good standard 
outfit. In cold weather, several 


layers of lighter clothing provide 
better insulating warmth than one 
heavy layer of clothing. 
A good hunting companion can 
m ake a world of difference when 
the 
tem p eratu re 
is 
low. 
Extrem ely 
cold 
weather 
can 
cause behavior changes if hunters 
are not careful. 
An accident which might seem 
minor in warmer weather could 


m ean 
d isa ste r 
in 
freezing 
weather. A good hunting partner 
is there to help. Proper assistance 
could mean the difference bet­ 
ween life or death in a dangerous 
situation. 
As with other outdoor ventures, 
cold weather hunting is best when 
taken in sm all doses at first...to 
test one’s equipment and en­ 
durance.

2 . The number of rate periods will be reduced 
from four to three.

“Evening”rateswillapplyfrom 5 p.m. to 11 p.m. 
Sunday through Friday. “Night & Weekend” 
rates will apply from 11 p.m. to 8 a.m. every 
night, all day and night Saturday, and all day 
and night Sunday, except 5 to 11 p.m. 


3 .T h e new rates feature a uniform 35 per cent 
discount during the "Evening” time period on 
the first minute and each additional minute 
f for calls dialed direct without an operator. 
'There will be a uniform 60 per cent discount 
during the "Night & Weekend" time period on 
the first minute and each additional minute 
for calls dialed direct without an operator.

Despite a steady increase in the cost of living 
over the past two decades, this is only the second 
request for a general interstate rate increase by 
AT&T in the last 21 years. During that same period 
interstate Long Distance rates have been reduced 
nine times.

Man pays dearly 


in church hassle

CARLISLE, Pa. — (NEA) - Two years ago Robert Bear decid­ 
ed to exercise a couple of his Constitutional guarantees 
the 
freedoms of speech and religion — and he has been paying dearly 
since. 
Then a member of the Reform Mennonite Church, Bear spoke 
out against the sect’s cheeky assertion of singularity — ‘‘the one, 
true church” — whereupon he was damned by the elders for men­ 
tal perversion, excommunicated for “spiritual adultery” and, for 
good measure, ordered to be thereafter “ shunned” by the 
righteous, including his wife and six children. 
At first the convicted Bear felt mortally wounded; he 
wondered, “Why didn’t they just kill me?” Then his emotions 
turned to anger and perhaps even revenge; Bear sued the church, 
asking the courts to decide whether a religion has the right to 
"ruin a man maritally and socially. The case, though little known • 
outside Pennsylvania, has become a classic church-state confron­ 
tation, and the judicial decisions, expected soon, may define 
some modern legal parameters as to the power of religions to 
punish and influence free people. 
Certainly some modem parameters are needed. Church 
authority has undergone a decided change for moderation since 
the days when, say, popes were allowed to sentence heretics to 
death. Yet power abuses continue. Many come from the smaller 
religious groups which, lacking the temperance often insisted on 
by wide public attention, wield absolute power over believers. 
The snake handlers of the South, as example; sect elders there, 
preaching that venom cannot harm the pious, exercise a control 
near that of life and death. 
In Bear’s case, the authority of the church may be more cruel 
than life and death. As he puts it: “Shunning has to be one of the 
most terrible punishments ever known to man.” Indeed, even in a 
time when such a directive cannot be totally effective, because 
only a minority in a community will obey something so silly, 
Bear has suffered mightily and unusually. Besides the humilia­ 
tion of his ordeal, and the resulting expense of battling it in the 
courts, he has been denied all this time the strength and com­ 
panionship of his family. 
“My wife is a devout believer,” Bear says. So when church 
bishops told her she too would have to shun the singer, she com­ 
plied completely. “When I tried to go to bed with her, in the early 
days, she said I was trying to rape her. In the morning she’d get 
. up before me and leave, not returning man 
es until long after 
I went to bed. I was left to do everything 
If: cook, wash, 
iron.” Finally, with neither his wife nor children peaking to him, 
Bear moved to a trailer house at the far end of his 400- acre farm. 
Today, he’s back in the main home, only because his wife and 
children have packed off for town. 
The “wife thing,” as Bear puts it, is the worst part of his 
punishment. And he says the church not only counts on the fact, 
but exploits it at every opportunity. “When I first decided to sue, 
the bishops told my wife to talk me out of it. That night she got 
into bed with me for the first time.” 
She got right back out, however, when Bear refused to recant. 
“And that pretty well tells you the kind of people the bishops are. 
They would use my wife’s body, or anything else, for their own 
ends. And they say I’m the one who’s a deviant.” 
Bear’s determination to expose such church activity is Thus 
now absolute. He has neglected his farm to the extent of 
forfeiting some $75,000 in lost production; he has invaded family 
privacy in court and in a soon to be published book. But actually, 
“I had no choice. I know another man who was shunned for nine 
years and it broke him totally. I couldn’t stand by and have it 
happen to me without a fight. I have to prove I have rights as a 
man. I have to prove to my children I’m right. I have to prove 
only God can put my marriage asunder.” 
Yet even if he wins in court, Bear may lose in fact. Obeying 
church orders, the farm er’s wife has read nothing of his heroic 
struggle nor of the larger community’s support for it; thus any 
decision against the church will likely be conveyed to her by the 
church as further evidence of Bear’s unworthiness, if she 
believes that, and so far she has believed everything of the 
church, Bob Bear’s incredibly mistreated family may never get 
back together.

either in prison in America or 
in exile. 
The fate Jesus suffered 
helps us to understand better 
His mission. His attempts to 
explain His sufferings failed 
to be understood by Peler, 
who reacted as most men 
would 
under the circum­ 
stances. 
Today we understand why 
Jesus suffered and died. He 
remained the servant of God 
as He fulfilled the prophecy 
by Isaiah. He died to atone 
for the sins of others. 
Further study of today’s 
Scripture reminds us of the 
meaning of crossbearing as 
an obligation for diseipleship. 
This, too, requires sacrifice 
on our part yet the lasting 
promise from Christ justifies 
the sacrifices. 
The Christian life does not 
end earthly suffering. It does 
become difficult for many 
even today to feel any dif­ 
ferent than did Peter nearly 
two thousand years ago. 
Sholem Asch wrote in his 
What I Believe that “ The 
deeds of Jesus of Nazareth 
acquire their religious value 
and become factors of high 
importance in the new faith, 
through 
the proclamation 
that He holds in His hand 
the authority of God - as 
the Messiah. ’ 
Jesus realized the difficul­ 
ties He would encounter in 
explaining His Messiahship. 
He knew He had come to 
kindle a fire on earth. 
He 
knew that His role would not 
be fully understood even by 
His closest believers. 
Christ offered an eternal 
message. 
In such a revolu­ 
tionary 
approach one can 
easily understand 
the op­ 
position He aroused. On the 
other hand, we are reminded 
of 
this 
statement by a 
Southern clergyman: 
“Nothing great is done in 
this world save by passionate 
believers. When faith is red 
hot something happens. The 
tipid do nothing. 
Christ also was aware of 
our necessity to keep our 
faith “red hot”. The discip­ 
les needed reassurance from 
time to time. 
We all must 
conquer the crosses we must 
bear. 
Jesus spent His time on 
earth with those who needed 
Him. Many such individuals 
then, as now, did not admit 
that they needed His help. 
But we all need His love.

Although it is more fashionable to compare the decline 
of U.S. power and influence in the world with the 
prolonged decline and fall of Rome, a better comparison 
may perhaps be found in ancient Athens. Author- 
journalist William Gill drew the analogy in a recent radio 
program by the American Security Council. 
Gill pointed out that America has never really resem­ 
bled Rome because we are not a militant, imperialist 
power bent on world conquest. We are more like Athens, 
which was a mercantile state and which became the most 
prosperous country in the world of its day and the envy of 
all other nations. Its Golden Age, under Pericles, came 
after it led the Greeks in defeating the Persian invaders. 
• 
Then came the Peloponnesian War with Sparta . Sparta 
attacked first. The Athenian fleet prevailed at sea, but 
every time Athens won an advantage, the Spartans called 
a peace conference while they continued to build up their 
own navy. The Athenians were defeated at Syracuse, and 
the Spartans sailed their new fleet boldly against Athens’ 
client cities, capturing one after the other until they 
ultimately forced the surrender of Athens itself. 
“It is not difficult,” says Gill, “to pinpoint the 
similarities in Athens vs. Sparta and America vs. the 
Soviet Union. The three decades since World War II have 
been our Peloponnesian War, and you can take your pick 
as to whether Korea or Vietnam was our Syracuse. While 
America focused on these two sideshows, Russia built a 
powerful navy and the world’s most formidable nuclear 
striking force. Fortunately, the final act has not yet been 
played out in the 
tragedy. There is still tremendous 
energy in our country. America may never be another 
Rome, but it need not repeat the folly of Athens.” 
We think Mr. Gill’s comments are worth repeating.

A sure thing 


Fish deep... 


In the words of today’s pro bass 
:shermen-“ Now that the lake has 
stratified, the fish have migrated 
from shallow-water structure to 
their deep-water sanctuary spots 
and winter holding areas”. 
What they really mean is-‘‘The 
w ater 
tem perature 
is 
more 
comfortable to the fish down deep 
and they have moved to their 
winter time homes” . That easy 
spinner bait and shallow- water 
lure fishing of a few days ago is 
gone. Fish, all species-not only 
bass, are harder to find and even 
more difficult to catch. 


Fish are cold-blooded creatures 
whose 
body 
metabolism 
and 
activity slows down to almost a 
halt during these blustery cold 
days of w inter. 
The fishermen know that down- 


deep is the key. Bass will school- 
up in tight groups, 
generally 
according to size, just off deep 
points, in old river channels, and 
in the beds of old inundated lakes. 
The best all-around lure for 
these bunched-up bass is un­ 
doubtedly the age-old favorite, the 
jig-n-eel. The standard jig has a 
lead head on a single hook with a 
body of feathers, nylon, hair or a 
rubber skirt. The better sizes for 
super-depth angling range from 
:1* to 1 one fourth ounces. The eel 
is a pork rind, rubber or plastic 
strip, from 2 to 6 inches in length, 
impaled on the hook (2-0 to 4-0) 
and allowed to trail seductively 
behind the jig. 
This combination lure may be 
vertically 
jigged 
beside steep 
bluffs, in standing timber or just 
along the edge of deep drop-offs.

Serious hunters know that cold 
weather conditions need not put 
an end to winter hunting trips if 
the venture is carefully planned 
and the hunter has good camping 
equipment and companions. In 
fact, there are some advantages 
to a wintertime hunt. 
Tracking game, for instance, is 
easier when weather conditions 
produce an ample snowfall and 
there is less pressure from first- 
of-the-season game seekers. 
Good camping equipment is a 
must for cold-weather hunting. A 
down-filled sleeping bag is best 
for extremely cold weather. A 
good catalytic, propane heater 
provides extra warmth and a

hunters. 
The hunter’s clothing should be 
light and easy to peel off, 
especially if he is on the move a 
lot.

Sunday through Friday. “Night & Weekend" 
rates will apply from 11 p.m. to 8 a.m. every 
night, all day and night Saturday, and all day 
and night Sunday, except 5 to 11 p.m. 


3 . The new rates feature a uniform 35 per cent 
discount during the “Evening" time period on 
the first minute and each additional minute 
1 for calls dialed direct without an operator.

Church 
authority has undergone a decided change for moderation since 
the days when, say, popes were allowed to sentence heretics to 
death. Yet power abuses continue. Many come from the smaller 
religious groups which, lacking the temperance often insisted on 
by wide public attention, wield absolute power over believers. 
The snake handlers of the South, as example; sect elders there, 
preaching that venom cannot harm the pious, exercise a control 
near that of life and death 
In Bear’s case, the authority of the church may be more cruel 
than life and death. As he puts it: “ Shunning has to be one of the 
most terrible punishments ever known to man.” Indeed, even in a 
time when such a directive cannot be totally effective, because 
only a minority in a community will obey something so silly, 
Bear has suffered mightily and unusually. Besides the humilia­ 
tion of his ordeal, and the resulting expense of battling it in the 
courts, he has been denied all this time the strength and com­ 
panionship of his family. 
“ My wife is a devout believer,” Bear says. So when church 
bishops told her she too would have to shun the singer, she com­ 
plied completely. “ When I tried to go to bed with her, in the early 
days, she said I was trying to rape her. In the morning she’d get 
. up before me and leave, not returning mar 
rs until long after 
I went to bed. I was left to do everything 
'If: cook, wash, 
iron.” Finally, with neither his wife nor childre. 
peaking to him, 
Bear moved to a trailer house at the far end of hi. 400- acre farm. 
Today, he’s back in the main home, only because his wife and 
children have packed off for town. 
The “ wife thing,” as Bear puts it, is the worst part of his 
punishment. And he says the church not only counts on the fact, 
but exploits it at every opportunity. “ When I first decided to sue, 
the bishops told my wife to talk me out of it. That night she got 
into bed with me for the first time.” 
She got right back out, however, when Bear refused to recant. 
“ And that pretty well tells you the kind of people the bishops are. 
They would use my wife’s body, or anything else, for their own 
ends. And they say I ’m the one who’s a deviant.” 
Bear’s determination to expose such church activity is thus 
now absolute. He has neglected his farm to the extent of 
forfeiting some $75,000 in lost production; he has invaded family 
privacy in court and in a soon to be published book. But actually. 
“ I had no choice. I know another man who was shunned for nine 
years and it broke him totally. I couldn’t stand by and have it 
happen to me without a fight. I have to prove I have rights as a 
man. I have to prove to my children I ’m right. I have to prove 
only God can put my marriage asunder.” 
Yet even if he wins in court, Bear may lose in fact. Obeying 
church orders, the farmer’s wife has read nothing of his heroic 
struggle nor of the larger community’s support for it; thus any 
decision against the church will likely be conveyed to her by the 
church as further evidence of Bear’s unworthiness; if she 
believes that, and so far she has believed everything of the 
church, Bob Bear’s incredibly mistreated family may never get 
back together.

Mark also tells about the- 
first prediction of Jesus’

resurrection. 
Neither Peter nor the other 
disciples 
understood what 
Jesus was discussing. 
One could not be critical 
of Peter’s reaction. 
His ap­ 
parent misunderstanding of 
the 
Messianic 
work was 
shared by others in his day. 
Messianic work requires 
suffering and death, as Jesus 
told His followers. 
He pro­ 
vided them with the promise 
of resurrection, a divine plan 
that calls for suffering too. 
At the same time Jesus 
raised other questions that 
we still debate. 
(1) For what does it pro­ 
fit a man, to gain the whole 
world and forfeit his life? 
(2) For what can a man 
give in return for his life? 
One can read most any 
newspaper or magazine and * 
encounter related problems 
today. One quickly becomes 
aware 
ot 
once-powerful, 
wealthy persons 
who are 
either in prison in America or 
in exile. 
The fate Jesus suffered 
helps us to understand better 
His mission. His attempts to 
explain His sufferings failed 
to be understood by Peter, 
who reacted as most men 
would 
under the circum­ 
stances. 
Today we understand why 
Jesus suffered and died. He 
remained the servant of God 
as He fulfilled the prophecy 
by Isaiah. 
He died to atone 
for the sins of others. 
Further study of today’s 
Scripture reminds us of the 
meaning of crossbearing as 
an obligation for discipleship. 
This, too, requires sacrifice 
on our part yet the lasting 
promise from Christ justifies 
the sacrifices. 
The Christian life does not 
end earthly suffering. It does 
become difficult 
for many 
even today to feel any dif­ 
ferent than did Peter nearly 
two thousand years ago. 
Sholem Asch wrote in his 
What I Believe that “ The 
deeds of Jesus of Nazareth 
acquire their religious value 
and become factors of high 
importance in the new faith, 
through 
the proclamation 
that lie holds in His hand 
the authority of God - as 
the Messiah.’’ 
Jesus realized the difficul­ 
ties He would encounter in 
explaining His Messiahship. 
He knew He had come to 
kindle a fire on earth. 
He 
knew that His role would not 
be fully understood even by 
His closest believers.
